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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5 and 1 1-21 , drawn to an electrolytic processing apparatus. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-9, 22, 24, 26, 28, 30, 32, 34, 36, 38-40 and 42, drawn to an 
electrolytic processing apparatus. 

Group III, claim(s) 10, 23, 25, 27, 29, 31, 33, 35, 37, 41 and 43, drawn to an electrolytic 
processing apparatus. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical features of each of groups l-lll include a processing electrode, a feeding 
electrode, a workpiece holder, a power supply and a fluid supply unit. Such features do 
not provide a contribution over the prior art, particularly WO 03/064734 A1 (see figures 
1-49). Therefore, the common features of groups l-lll cannot be considered a special 
technical feature because they do not provide a contribution over the prior art. It should 
be noted that WO 03/064734 constitutes prior art at this time because Applicant has not 
filed a certified translation of the Japanese priority document 2002-295435 to perfect 
that priority claim. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
